The  population  of  Bradford  on  Avon  continues  to  increase 
and  the  estimated  mid-year  population  in  1967  was  7 >310.  In  1957 

it  was  5,640. 

Although  the  birth  rate  of  20.1  per  thousand  population 
is  well  above  the  national  rate  of  17.2,  the  increase  in  population 
is  mainly  due  to  the  movement  of  families  from  outside  the  area 
into  the  new  housing  estates. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  various  rates  per  thousand 
indicated  in  the  vital  statistics  table  compare  favourably  with  the 
corresponding  rates  for  England  and  Wales.  It  must  be  remembered 
however,  that  the  rates  for  Bradford  on  Avon  only  indicate  trends, 
since  they  are  based  on  a population  of  7 >310  whereas  the  rates  for 
England  and  Wales  are  based  on  a population  of  48 > 390,  800  and  are 
not  subject  to  wide  fluctuations  of  local  ratios  based  on  small 
numbers. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH  AT  DIFFERENT  PERIODS' OF  LIFE  DURIMG  1967 
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In  1967 1 a total  of  79  people  died  of  whom  49$  were  over  the  age  of  75  years  and  73$  were 
over  65  years  * 

Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system  accounted  for  6l$  of  all  deaths  and  the  various 
forms  of  cancer  caused  a further  25$.  The  remaining  14$  of  deaths  were  due  to  various  causes.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Manor  Hospital,  Combe  Park, 
Bath,  carries  out  all  bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  ice-cream 
and  other  foods.  Messrs. Waterfall  & O’Brien  of  Queen's  Square,  Bristol, 
act  as  Consulting  Analysts  to  the  Council. 

Hospital  Facilities 

These  are  the  responsibility  of  the  South  V/estern  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

The  Bradford  on  Avon  District  Hospital  is  available  for  general 
cases,  and  Bradford  residents  have  all  the  facilities  of  the  various 
Bath  hospitals  available. 

The  Berryfield  Maternity  Hospital,  Bradford  on  Avon,  is  used  both 
for  local  cases  and  cases  from  the  West  Wilts  Hospitals  Management 
Committee' s area. 

Claverton  Hospital,  Bath,  is  the  main  Hospital  for  infectious 
diseases  for  a wide  area. 

Other  Facilities

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AMUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bradford  on  Avon  Urban 
District  Council. 

Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith,  my  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1967.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  long  awaited  Government  Report 
of  the  Working  Party  ofl Refuse  Collection  was  published,  and  in  view  of 
the  progress  made  in  introducing  the  bag  system  of  refuse  collection  here 
in  Bradford  on  Avon,  it  was  gratifying  to  note  that  the  Report  recommends 
only  this  method  and  the  more  expensive  dustless  loading  system.  I feel 
the  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  foresight  in  deciding  to  use 
this  system  as  early  as  1961. 

Meetings  with  other  neighbouring  Authorities  on  the  possibility 
of  establishing  a Joint  Direct  Incineration  Disposal  Plant  continued 
throughout  the  year,  and  after  initial  disappointments,  were  at  a much 
more  optimistic  stage  by  the  end  of  the  year.  In  the  meantime,  full 
tipping  control  is  now  being  carried  out  at  the  existing  tip  for  the 
remainder  of  its  'life',  due  to  the  new  mechanical  plant  purchased 
during  the  year. 

Housing  progress  resumed  with  the  completion  of  20  dwellings 
at  Ashley  Close  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  & further  20  on  this  same 
site  were  nearing  completion.  Work  started  early  in  the  year  on  the 
Councils  second  Group  Dwelling  scheme  for  the  elderly  which  had  been 
designed  as  the  redevelopment  of  the  St .Margarets  Hill  area  and  formed 
an  excellent  site  for  this  purpose.  Work  continued  too  on  the  Middle 
Rank  and  Budbury  Place  schemes,  so  that  the  year  was  a progressive  one 
from  a Housing  point  of  view. 

In  the  field  of  general  environmental  health,  good  results 
continue  to  be  obtained  from  mutual  discussion  and  co-operation  of  any 
problems  which  arise,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  resorting  to 
formal  proceedings  under  the  various  enactments  and  this,  I feel  sure, 
is  the  best  way  of  dealing  with  them. 

My  thanks  are  expressed  to  all  members  and  staff  of  the  Council, 
for  the  continual  help  and  co-operation  they  have  given  me.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  Collection 

Progressive  implementation  of  the  da 
continued  with  the  provision  of  holders  for  a further  600  dwellings. 
As  a number  of  private  developers  in  the  aroa  were  supplying 
finished  dwellings  with  their  own  holders,  the  number  of  premises 
using  the  new  system  was  in  excess  of  2,000  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
For  the  first  time,  polythene  bags  were  used  on  a trial  basis  in 
600  premises,  and  proved  to  be  quite  satisfactory.  A further 
innovation  this  year  was  the  use  of  16"  x 9"  free  standing  holders 
in  place  of  the  14’1  x 8”  wall  mounted  type  previously  used. 

Later  in  the  year  this  Council  approved  the  purchase 
of  a new  50  cub. yd. continuous  compression  refuse  collection  vehicle. 
The  choice  of  this  particular  type  of  vehicle  was  influenced  by  the 
fact  that  the  disposal  point  is  likely  to  be  up  to  12  miles 
distant  in  about  3 years  time,  (see  Refuse  Disposal).  Such  a 
vehicle  will,  of  course,  provide  a much  more  economic  pay-load 
when  these  longer  journeys  become  necessary. 

Byelaws  for  the  removal  of  House  Refuse  were  signed  on 
behalf  of  the  Council  in  October,  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  were 
awaiting  confirmation  by  the  Minister. 

Refuse  Disposal 

For  many  years,  all  refuse  collected  in  the  area  has 
been  disposed  of  by  tipping  on  an  area  of  land  adjacent  to  the  river 
in  the  Southville  Gardens  area  of  the  town.  With  the  help  of  a full 
time  tip  attendant  and  the  careful  use  of  any  covering  material 
brought  in  from  time  to  time,  a reasonable  degree  of  control  had 
been  achieved.  However,  with  increased  housing  development  of  land 
near  the  tips  the  gradual  spread  of  the  tip  itself  towards  domestic 
premises 5 and  the  marked  increase  in  volume  of  material  collected 
(arising  from  both  new  development  and  the  national  trend  for  refuse 
to  increase  in  bulk  anyway),  had  brought  about  a situation  whereby 
effective  control  could  not  be  maintained  and  complaints  of  smoke 
and  smuts  from  firing  became  increasingly  frequent. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  year,  the  Council  authorised 
me  to  incur  additional  expenditure  on  the  hire  of  plant  on  a part 
time  basis  in  an  effort  to  prevent  burning.  Unfortunately,  this 
did  not  prove  successful,  and  later  in  the  year,  following  further 
consideration,  the  Council  agreed  to  purchase  a mechanical  digger  for 
virtually  full  time  use  at  the  tip.  This  machine  v/as  delivered  on 
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the  20th  November  and  commenced  its  job  of  properly  covering  all 
material  on  arrival  at  the  tip. 

The  meetings  which  had  been  held  with  other 
neighbouring  Authorities  with  a view  to  setting  up  a Joint 
Incinceration  Scheme  were  brought  to  an  abrupt  close  in  May 
following  a meeting  with  Ministry  officials  in  which  it  was 
emphasized  that  loan  sanction  would  not  be  given  to  any  joint 
scheme  serving  a population  of  less  than  100,000  or  producing  a 
volume  of  less  than  100  tons  of  refuse  per  day.  This  was  a 
serious  set-back,  because  as  has  been  previously  reported,  tipping 
space  is  fast  running  out  and  no  new  sites  are  available. 

Fortunately  however,  a separate  group  of  West  Wilts  Authorities 
had  held  joint  meetings  similar  to  our  own  and  had  also  arrived 
at  the  same  position,  and  further  joint  meetings  with  this 
additional  group  were  held  later  in  the  year  with  much  more 
encouraging  results.  It  is  hoped  that  a firm  decision  to 
participate  will  be  taken  in  the  early  part  of  next  year. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  interesting  to  report  that  the 
weight  of  household  refuse  collected  has  almost  doubled  since  1963. 
Since  the  national  tendency  over  this  period  has  been  for  refuse 
to  decrease  in  weight  and  increase  in  bulk,  the  additional  volume 
now  collected  must  be  well  in  excess  of  twice  that  collected  in 
1963.  The  fact  that  this  additional  amount  is  still  collected 
without  any  increase  in  collection  staff  or  additional  vehicles,  is 
due  entirely  to  the  time  saving  factor  inherent  in  the  bag  system 
of  collection,  and  in  our  particular  case,  shews  a very  worthwhile 
return  for  the  capital  outlay  involved  in  the  provision  of  holders 
and  supply  of  bags. 

Salvage 

The  amount  of  salvage  despatched  to  the  Board  Mills 
during  this  year  was  45  tons  3 cwts  3 qrs.  Apart  from  the  income 
derived  from  the  sale  of  this  material,  there  is  a considerable 
advantage  gained  in  keeping  such  a large  bulk  of  combustible 
material  out  of  the  tip.

It  is  becoming  increasingly  more  difficult  to  maintain 
the  basic  hygiene  requirements  necessary  to  the  proper  operation 
of  a Swimming  Pool  of  this  type  which  is  used  extensively  by  school 
children  in  the  area.  This  is  due  solely  to  the  age  of  the 
building  and  its  equipment?  which  now  raises  great  difficulties 
with  regard  to  fabric  and  plant  maintenance.  However?  everything 
that  can  be  done  to  preserve  this  well-used  amenity  until  the  new 
pool  can  be  proceeded  with?  is  done?  and  careful  bacteriological 
control  is  excercised  in  the  pool  by  frequent  chlorination  checks. 
Two  bacteriological  samples  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

During  this  year?  the  design  of  the  new  pool  was 
finalised  and  approved  by  all  interested  parties.  It  provides 
for  a main  pool  of  25  x lOg-  metres  (82’ -6"  x 35'  -0")  and  a 
teaching  pool  of  41  ’ — 61*  x 20' -0"  having  a depth  of  2’ -9".  The 
position  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  that  the  scheme  had  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  and  was  awaiting  loan  sanction  approval.

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HOUSING 


The  Ashley  Close  Phase  I redevelopment  of  the  old 
pre-fab  site  was  completed  in  June  of  this  year  (20  dwellings), 
and  Phase  II  was  commenced  in  July  following  the  demolition  of 
the  remaining  nine  pre-fabs.  Work  on  the  Middle  Rank 
Preservation  Scheme  continued  throughout  the  year,  additional 
work  having  been  found  to  be  necessary  because  of  the  defective 
condition  of  some  existing  walls.  By  the  end  of  the  year, 
tenders  had  been  received  for  the  development  of  the  Widbrook 
View  Phase  IV  site,  comprising  36-2  B.R. houses  and  15-2  B.R. 
bungalows. 

In  February,  work  was  commenced  on  the  erection  of  the 
Councils  second  scheme  for  an  0/P  Group  Dwelling  consisting  of 
20  single  BSR. flats  and  2 self-contained  double  flats,  which, 
it  is  hoped,  will  be  completed  by  March, 1968.  During  this 
year  too,  tenders  were  received  for  site  works  at  Budbury  Place 
which  the  Council  intend  to  divide  up  into  separate  plots  and 
sell  for  individual  private  development.  Finally,  the  Council 
received  their  Architects  recommended  layout  for  the  area  of 
land  between  Frome  Road  and  Trowbridge  Road,  which  will 
constitute  their  next  ten  years  building  programme.

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  North  Wilts  Water 
Board  effected  a considerable  number  of  improvements  to  the 
storage  and  distribution  facilities  of  the  towns  supply.  The 
main  reservoirs  were  emptied  and  cleansed  and  the  chlorinating 
point  was  moved  from  the  well  to  the  reservoirs,  which  were 
altered  to  operate  in  series  instead  of  parallel  to  give  a 
longer  contact  period  for  the  chlorine.  In  order  to  ensure 
bacteriological  purity,  chlorination  has  had  to  be  maintained 
at  a relatively  high  level.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Council  were  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Board  would  make  provision 
in  their  forthcoming  years  estimates  for  the  cost  of  providing 
Bradford  with  an  alternative  source  of  supply.

Two  incidents  of  unsound  food  being  purchased  were 
reported  to  the  department  during  the  year.  Cne  concerned  a 
foreign  object  found  in  a packet  of  breakfast  cereal  and  the 
other  a mouldy  pie.  Both  were  thoroughly  investigated  and 
the  facts  reported  to  the  Council  who  resolved  to  issue  warnings 
rather  than  resort  to  formal  action  under  the  Act. 

ROBERT  CObITROL 

This  year,  fifty  one  private  dwellings  were  treated 
for  rodent  infestation  which  involved  a total  of  246  visits 
to  provide  effective  control.  The  Council  provide  a free 
service  to  dwelling  houses.

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Once  again,  the  annual  sewer  treatment  produced 
an  excellent  result.  Forty  manholes  at  selected  points 
throughout  the  town  were  baited  and  checked  over  a period 
of  two  weeks.  Not  one  of  these  points  showed  any  evidence 
of  acceptance,  and  following  upon  the  previous  years  results, 
it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  towns*  sewers  must  now  be 
virtually  free  of  rodents. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

In  general,  little  trouble  is  experienced  here  from 
air  pollution  of  any  sort.  The  factory  which  in  previous 
years  had  given  rise  to  a problem  of  grit  and  soot  emission 
finally  ended  the  difficulty  by  moving  the  particular  process 
which  caused  it,  to  another  part  of  the  Country.  Apart 
from  an  accidental  leakage  of  fumes  from  another  works,  which 
was  quickly  put  right,  no  other  complaints  occurred  during 
the  year. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  - GENERAL 

One  item  of  interest  during  this  year  was  the 
decision  by  the  Council  to  make  a grant  towards  the  cost 
incurred  by  a local  Church  to  have  carried  out  a narcotising 
treatment  for  the  eradication  of  feral  pigeons  from  their 
premises.  Considerable  fouling  of  the  pavement  occurred  at 
this  place  which  apart  from  anything  else,  did  constitute 
a hazard  to  pedestrians  from  slipping,  particularly  as  the 
pavement  in  question  had  a substantial  incline.  The  actual 
treatment  however,  had  not  been  carried  out  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  although  pre-baiting  had  taken  place.
